Weeds 


I am glad to see that Dr. Ryan, Minister 
for Agriculture, has decided to take strong 
action against farmers who permit noxious 
weeds to grow on their land. But, still, 
I am always sorry for the farmers, whose 
tribulations are sufficiently numerous 
without the added responsibility of 
having to remove their rag weeds. I 
suppose it is rag weeds the Minister has 
in mind when he talks of noxious 
weeds, because I have noticed great 
growths of these rather colourful weeds 
through the fields of County Dublin. 
Frankly, I was surprised at seeing them 
in County Dublin, because more than 
ten years ago, I know, the Northern 
Government imposed fines of £40 on any 
Six County farmer who did not cut his 
rag weeds. Dr. Ryan's Noxious Weeds 
Bill only provides for fines of half that 
amount, which is letting the Saorstat 
farmer down lightly. “Folk in search of 
Jobs should thank their stars for weeds, 
as it seems the Minister may have to 
appoint inspectors to keep same in order. 


Love of Flowers 


There are some things about Dublin 
which I find amazing: the apparent laxity 
of many people who own visible gardens, 
and the tremendous energy and ingenuity 
of those who do not possess a precious plot 
of ground. One of these moments occurred 
to me a few days ago, when. — along a 
wide street, which is rapidly falling into 
the worst state of slumdom, my eye was 
caught. by a glowing mass of colour in a 
small “ area,” well below the street level. 
In this restricted place, perhaps ten feet 
long by three feet wide, the occapant of 
the ‘‘ lower depths’’ had contrived a 
really beautiful display of flowers. And 
it was not a case, such as may be found in 
Connacht, of a man or a woman ‘‘ making 
the land ”; the display was all from smal] 
wooden boxes, such as may be had from 
the small shops in the locality. The 
nasturtium, of course, figured con- 
spicuously in the display, but only as a 
background to pinks, yellows, reds, blues 
and violets of many flowering plants. The 
owner of this display is certainly a lover 
of flowers, who would probably do 
splendidly with a small. garden, but as his 
circumstances are now his horticultural 
success merely takes away the little light 
and air that would normally be available 
from his living-room. 


Coronation Modes 


This time next year all our womenfolk 
will be walking round in kirtles. Perhaps 
you will say this news is ridíeulousiy 
prenature, yet already every London 
dressmaker is occupied with the problem 
of designing next year’s Coronation 
fashions. Come what may. Court dress will 
have to be provided, and it will have a 
decided effect yupon all feminine styles, 
whether they be those which belong to the 
peeress or the peaSant. Magnificent fabrics 
are already being designed in readiness for 
the Earl Marshal’s announcement with 
regard to what style is to be followed for 
the Coronation. Should the Earl Marshal 
decide to be guided by mediwval precedent 
at the Coronation of King Edward VIIT., 
the decree will be for the robe and kirtle. 
The robe is really a cape, with a train 
varying in length according to the rank of 
the wearer. The garment which rejoices in 
the strange-sounding name of kirtle is 
really a velvet gown which displays a 
panel of lace or some rich fabric in front 
to give the effect of a petticoat. 


Blessed Oliver Plunkett 


I should think the pilgrimage to the 
shrine of Blessed Oliver Plunkett, in St. 
Peter's Church, Drogheda, yesterday, 
must have been one of the most interest- 
ing events of its kind. That distin- 
guished Churchman, who became a victim 
of the age he lived in, was a man of 
vast ability, whose talents, had he been 
spared, could have served his country in 
many ways. Oliver Plunkett was the 
Titular Primate of All-Ireland. His 
martyrdom, in 1681, was due to what was 
fantastically known as the Popish Plot. It 


is a bit of a journey through Time since 
1681, but I doubt if human nature has 
changed much since then. Clever men are 
still sacrificed! Oliver Plankett was a 
member of an old Danish family who 
settled in Ireland centuries before the 
Norman Conquest of England. The Earl 
of Fingall is the present head of those 
Catholic Plunketts, and he, too, is named 
Oliver Plunkett. 


The Battle of Aughrim 


July 12th is the anniversary of the Battle 
of Aughrim, fought in 1691, when Genera] 
St. Ruth was killed. St. Ruth was a 
Frenchman, who commanded the forces 
of James II. and his French supporters. 
He was met at Aughrim, near Ballinasloe, 
by General Ginkel, who commanded the 
forces of William III. St. Ruth was hit 
by a cannon ball, and the Irish were 
routed with great slaughter. Their defeat 
at “Aughrim rendered the adherents of 
James II. in Ireland incapable of any 
further efforts in the Stuart cause. After 
that battle the complete submission of 
the country followed. The only memento 
of those unlucky Stuarts left to the 
Ireland of to-day is: the notorious 
‘‘Twelfth,’’ which the adherents of 
William of Orange insist upon celebrating. 
With all their faults, I think the Stuarts 
were still more interesting than William, 
but why anyone should trouble about 
either of them nowadays is difficult to 
understand. 


ACoonlig ht on the ACountains 


A mountain climbed by moonlight has a 
charm all its own, and in the stillness of 
the night, far above the level of human 
habitation, there is that rare sense of al- 
most ethereal solitude, so seldom -attained 
in the light of day, I enjoyed this ex- 
perience recently on the slope of one of 
the Sligo mountains. It was midnight, 
and no sound arose from the plain below, 
save the hoarse croaking of, seemingly, 
mnumerable corncrakes conversing with 
each other in raucous chant. The dew 
lay in heavy white rime on the map- 
like surface of the world beneath, and the 
distant lights of the town  twinkled 
through the faint mist, as remote and un- 
earthly as the stars themselves, the head- 
lights of a solitary car wending its way 
homeward creating a meteoric effect. 

In the western sky the last rays of the 
departed sun still glowed faintly, and 
even where the high rocks shut out the 
moonlight, so clear was the sky that it 
was possible to read the figures on a 
watch. Lough Gill sparkled like a silver 
shield where thé moon hung low, and 
westward, Sligo Bay stretched itself into 
the mist, while Knocknarea_ stood, a 
rugged sentinel, keeping watch and ward 
over the peaceful scene. 


Trace Horses 


When the “ trace horse’’ makes its 
appearance at Cork Hill, as is now sug- 
gested it soon will, the animal will be a 
revival of an old custom rather than some- 
thing quite novel to a humanitarian age. 
Twenty-five to thirty years ago the “ trace 
horse ’’ was a familiar feature on every 
steep incline in Dublin, and many 
Dubliners will still remember the relays 
of horses retained for this purpose by the 
Tramway Company in its horse-traction 
days. The Tramway Company kept its 
““ trace horses ’’ at Cork HiN, and also at 
the very steep incline at Mount Brown, 
which is now known, I believe, as ‘‘ Kent’s 
Fort.” Guinness’s and some of the other 
Dublin breweries of that time—there were 
then some half-dozen or more—also kept 
“ trace horses ” for relief work on the 
inclined streets leading to the Liffey level. 


At Steevens’s lane and Bridgefoot street 
they were so familiar that everyone knew 
them, and were so essential that their 
drivers had marked spots at which to wait. 
At these spots the drivers had their seats. 
and there they would be seen from early 
morning until fairly late in the evening. 
And it was not entirely due to the advent | 
of motor traction that they disappeared ; 
they had gone long before the motor lorry 
achieved domination of the road.

‘| S00e8Ts naturally turn to Tallaght 
with the Leinster Trophy car race 
due to be decided on Saturday next. The 
entry is a fair mixture of local talent and 
cross-Channel expert, which, as we saw at 
Bangor, can produce quite a thrilling 
contest. 

Bangor, of course, was dominated by the 
Alfa-Romeo and Austin affair. I have 
been given a privileged look at the 
Tallaght handicap, and I don’t think that 
the race will work out in the same way. 
Nearly everyone seems to have a fighting 
chance, and interest should not be con- 
fined to the limit or scratch men. 

There is, indeed, some tasty stuff right 
in front of Connell. Conan Doyle’s 
Bugatti, for example, may fare well it 
driven with a nice discretion, while 
Hanson's Q-type Midget should be just the 
thing for this course. Ivo Peters must be 
regarded as an exceptionally skilful driver, 
and if the car runs at all well he should 
be placed. . 

The other Conan Doyle car turns out to 
be a seven-litre Mercedes, which is not 
exactly the sise of machine one would 
choose to handle in the Leinster Trophy 
race. If Mervyn White drives like he 
did at Cork he will either go through the 
handicap or a hedge. 


The Middle Markers 


EITHER can those lads in the middle 
of the handicap be left out of the 
reckoning. ‘‘ A. N. Other ” turns out 
to be our young friend, Barrington, who 
definitely is worth watching;  ffrench 
Davis has terrific speed in that Fiat, if 
the exceptionally high compression ratio 
does not prove a mixed blessing; and 
Manders, in the big Adler, is something 
of a mystery, as no one is certain what 
this car will do. 

The Bilney Ford is another machine at 
which the handicappers must have 

uessed, in the absence of reliable data. 
Toohey is being asked to travel faster 
than last year, and they say he can do 
it. Although we have more information 
about’ MacLachlan than any other driver 
in Ireland, one never can be sure about 
him. If the works revolve properly he 
could win as nicely as any. 

Up in the front is an assortment of 
M.G.'s and things of varying ages and 
capabilities. I like the chance of 
McCalla in the Sullivan Special—if that 
car would only go as well as it did in 
the Park. MacArthur does not seem to 
be roughly treated, and David Yule has 
a chance, if he could only produce the 
speed that he has been seeking so long 
in that Yule-Cox-Morris contraption. 

On paper, anyway, it seems to be a race 
full of promise.

Crude Oil 


UEL consumption of 50 m.p.g. reminds 
one of motor cycling days. And fuel 
at 1s. 1d. per gallon recalls pre-petrol tax 
days. Yet many of us, before many years 
are past, may be driving Diesel-type 
engined cars, and reaping the advantages 
of exceptionally low consumption and 
cheaper fuel at that. 

There has been a great deal of study 
and development of the crude oil engine in 
recent years, and the fact that the Inter- 
national Association now recognises 
world’s records made with such engines is 
an indication of the progress that has 
been made. 

Perhaps a better term than crude oil 
engine is compression ignition engine. 
There are no sparkling plugs, no magneto, 
no electrical equipment whatever apart 
from the self-starter, the firing of the 
mixture being a | 
enormously high compression—around 16 
to 1—at the time it is injected through 
atomisers, each with minute orifices of .008 
inches. 

The valves, incidentally, have taken in 
air only, the fuel coming in through the 
atomisers, which might be mistaken for a 
funny sort of sparking plugs in the side 
of the cylinder heads.

Simplicity 

AST week I spent an hour with S. R. 

Sheane, whom many, no doubt, know 
as a driver in races and trials, and his 
Diesel-engined Standard car, and in a 
trip around the outskirts of Dublin I 
learnt quite a lot about the compression 
ignition unit. i 

The whole thing, of course. is of great 
simplicity. The fuel is drawn from the 
ordinary fuel tank, taken through a filter, 
piped to another filter, and then to the 
injection pump, which forces it up to the 
atomisers already mentioned. Through 
the atomisers it goes into the cylinders. 
where the air is reaching the peak of its 
compression: it fires automatically and, 
well . . , the music goes round and round. 
and that’s that. 

The elimination of the electrical parts 
is, of course, a great advantage. There 
are very few components which can go 
wrong. The most complicated section is 
the injection pump, and Mr. Sheane 
assured me that any competent mechanic 
would understand its operation and 
adjustment. 

The engine in Mr. Sheane’s Standard 
was a Perkins Diesel of approximately 
17.9 h.p. (R.A.C. rating), and his con- 
sumption he placed at 50 m.p.g. 


Power 


As to my impressions of the machine 
IT will be guite honest. There isa 
sensation of great power, and once the 
engine gets under way it feels and sounds 
more like a six than a four. The whole

ENGINEERING STAFF 
DISPUTE 


—he—————X— 


HE Turí Development Board has dis- 
ia pensed with the services of seven of 
its engineers as the result of a dispute 

over the payment of travelling expenses. 

The dispute is explained in a memoranda 
which has been prepared by Mr. R. 
OhUadhaigh, Secretary of the Engineers 
Association, The statement says :— 

“The Board was set up by the Government 
about two years ago with the object of fos- 
tering the production and use of turf. The 
Board has endeavoured to secgre this by pro- 
viding much-needed facilities in the way of 
drainage works and roads, carried out as 
minor relief schemes, to serve the bogs in 
those districts where the turf-producers were 
united in co-operative turf societies, and by 
setting up as middlemen between the pro- 
ducers sah consumers of turf. 

“ A recent development of the Board's 
activities has been the taking over of a large 
bog near Portarlington for the purpose of 
carrying out a very large scale experiment in 
the production of turf by means of machinery.

“The Board employs, or did so until recently, 
a staff of twelve civil engineers. Relations 
between the Board and its engineers have not 
been happy for some considerable time past, 
but the ptesent difficulty aros: when the 
Board rather abruptly intimated by circular 
to its employés that the rates then in force 
for travelling were being cut by approximately 
dne-half.. As most of the engineers were 
entitled, under the terms of “their: ap- 
pointment, to the Civil Service rates 
in force, and had committed «themselves 
to the ‘purchase of cars on the written 
dssurance that such rates would be main- 
tained, they declined to accept this ‘cut. 
After some heat had been engendered by this 
refusal, the Board, finding the contention of 
the éngineers to be well grounded, withdrew 
for the time being, the operation of the new 
rates. 7 


NOTICES OF DISMISSAL 


“In an endeavour to impose the, new rate 
on ‘its enginéering staff, the Board ‘issued 
notices of dismissal, coupled with the offer ot 
re-employment on entirely new tetms. which 
were to be unconditionally accepted priot to 
re-etigagement. One of the conditions. which 
the Board sought to impose was. that its 
eniployés whase efigagement could be termi- 
nated at one month's notice were to be com- 
yelled to provide themselves with cars, io be 
used] on the Board’s business, at rates that 
could be fixed or varied at any time ly the 
Board. 

‘The engineers submitted a memorandum 
to the Board pointing out the injustice of 
this provision, and calling attention to several 
other matters in the new terms offered thats 
they considered to be unsatisfactory. 

‘The Board replied tliat before any con- 


the engineers would have to accept the terms 
as satisfactory and apply for re engagement 

“The engineers replied thaf to do so would 
le to place themselves in the eéntirély false 
pesition of signifying acceptance of a det of 
conditions with which they vere dissatisfied, 
in the hope that consideration might be given 
to their grievanc@s at some future date. It 
was suggested also, that the proper time for 
the settling of the matters in dispute was 
before re-engagement. 


BOARD'S REPLY 


“The Board's reply was that it adhered to 
its insistence on the engineers’ prior accept 
auce of the terms offered before it could agree 
to consider or disctiss modification at a later 
date. 

. ** Atethis stage the matter was referred to 
h-Innealtoiri (Engineers’ 
Association), which sent a deputation to the 


efforts to artive at a settlement of the dis- 
pute, the only concession the Board being 
willing to grant being to give an undertaking, 
if their engineers agreed to the terms offered 
and applied for reinstatement, that the Board 
would meet them before the 15th August to 
hear their grievances, thus leaving the matter 
essentially as before. 

“In a last-minute effort to secure peace the 
engineers offered to apply for re-engagement, 
on the understanding that a committee formed 
of two representatives of the Board and two 
of the Cumann na h-Innealtoiri, with a chair- 
man acceptable to both, would meet and fix 
conditions to be binding on beth sides and 
retrospective to the date of re-employment. 
This offer was refused by the Board. 

“Professor Alfréd O'Rahilly, widely known 
for his successful intervention in many in- 
dustrial disputes, offered his services as 
mediator, this offer receiving the approval of 
the Cumann, but being declined by the Board. 

“The deadlock that has ensued has resulted 
in the Board dispensing with the services of 
all its engineers affected, with the exception 
of one. 

“It is probable that the Board's. activities 
in the carrying out of turf development 
schemes will be very seriously curtailed, if not 
altogether brought to a standstill, until this 
dispute is settled.” 


THE POSITION 


An /rish Times reporter was informed yes- 
terday that there were twelve engineers on 
the staff of the Board. Three of them were 
appointed by the Board, and the remainder 
were officers transferred from other depart- 
ments. Of the latter, seven were dismissed: 
one has expressed his willingness to resign, 
while the other one has accepted the new 
conditions. Thus at the moment there are 
only four engineers employed by the Board. 
The. Association has made representations to 
the other engineering bodies in the Free 
State. such as the Local Government engi- 
neers and the Graduates’ Appointment 
Bureaux, asking for their support, and sug- 
gesting that the positions rendered vacant 
should not be accepted in the interests of 
the profession, having regard to the circum- 
stances of the case 

A member of the Association said that the 
Board would be under a serious disadvantage 
if seme settiement was not reached, as most 
of the engineers affected were conversant with 
the eonditions in the areas where the de- 
velopment of the industry is taking place.

Herr Hitler’s latest pact with Austria 
affords a striking example of the way in 
which history continnes to repeat. itself. 
Many years before the World War Italy 
entered into an alliance with her arch 
enemy, the Dual Monarchy, not, indeed, 
because she had any desire to be associated 
with the Austrians, but simply because she 
was afraid of them. Just twenty-two years 
ago the Triple Alliance—Germany-Austro- 
Hungary-Italy—was put to its first real 
test. Italy was faced with the choice to 
remain true to her alliance or to join the 
side which, in her opinion, would be the 
more likely to win the war, “She chose 
the latter alternative, leaving her pledged 
allies in the lurch. Many things have 
happened since Italy came in on the win- 
ning side to be rewarded with the Trentino 
and a large slab of other Austrian terri- 
tory. In 1914 she was the weakest of the 
so-called Central Powers. Now she is 
among the most heavily-armed States in 
the world. Since the War she has been 
striving to keep the Germans out of 
Austria. Signor Mussolini has been out- 
spoken in his opposition to the proposed 
Anschluss, whereby Austria would have 
become an integral part of the German 
Customs system. He has made it quite 
clear that any attempt to bring about such 
a union between the two countries would

Papen-—-Germany is to give unconditional] 

recognition to Austrian independence.

borders. Germany will remove the tax of 

one thousand marks hitherto imposed on 

every German citizen who went to spend a 

holiday in Austria. There will be free 

frontier passage between the two countries, 

the relations between which in future will 

be as normal! as those between France and 

Belgium. The cynic may ask what 

Germany will get out of this seemingly 

one-sided arrangement, and the answer is 

to be found, not in Vienna, but in Rome. 

One of the foremost aims of the Nazi 

movement has been to secure the inclusion, 

by hook or by crook, of the Austrian 

Republic in the Third Reich. In a sense, 

it has a case; for, as Dr. Schuschnigg said 

in his broadcast statement on Saturday 

night, Austria is a Germanic State, and 

its people are proud to be Germans. Herr 

Hitler is a very clever politician. He 

realises that if he should try to achieve 
any of his objects by force of arms he 
would bring down a hornet’s nest about 

his ears, and Germany inevitably would be 
defeated. He has decided, therefore, to 
adopt other methods. Knowing that he 
will recover the Polish corridor eventually, 
he has made a ten years’ pact with 
Poland, thereby safeguarding Germany’s 
eastern frontier for that period of time. 
Now he has made a similar pact with 
Austria, without the mention on this 
occasion of a time limit, knowing that 
when the day comes Austria will drop 
into Germany’s lap like a ripe fruit. 
Within twenty-four hours of the pact’s 
signature one of Herr Hitler’s most highly- 
trusted Austrian friends was given a seat 
in the Viennese Cabinet, and at least two 
other pan-Germans will receive portfolios, 
thus ensuring that nothing will be done in 
Vienna that might be distasteful to 
Berlin. 

There can be small doubt that the 
Germano-Austrian pact has been dictated, 
to a very great extent, by Signor Mussolini, 
and that, as a quid pro quo for Herr 
Hitler’s promise to keep his hands off 
Austria, Italy will support Germany 
diplomatically in the delicate days that 
lie ahead. Already Signor Mussolini has 
refused to send a representative to the 
meeting of Locarno Powers at Brussels, on

taken. For the moment Signor Mussolini 
is, or believes himself to be, cock of the 
walk; but he is taking very serious risks. 
The Germans will use him, and will flatter 
his colossal vanity to further their own 
| ends; but when the time comes they merely 
will swallow Italy whole. Signor Mussolini 
ought not to forget the painful experience 
of the young lady of Riga. By. virtue of 
this new pact Germany has assured ‘herself 
of Austria. Britain will be thrown into 
France’s willing arms, with Russia. 
Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia to look 
| after matters in the East and South-East. 
In the long run Italy probably will find 
herself isolated, faced once again, as she 
was faced so often in the past, with the 
threat of Teuton armies at the Brenner, 
without a friend to save her from the 
Nordic wrath.

The Milk Strike 


The milk strike, having caused greater 


or less inconvenience to Dublin during its 
happily brief course of four days, has 
come to an end. A conference was arranged 
on Saturday night, under the auspices of 
the Department of Agriculture, between 
the milk producers and the distributors. 
It ended in a triumph for common 
sense. The distributors have promised to 
pay 8d. a gallon for milk during the rest 
of this month, 9d. a gallon during August 
and 9$d. a gallon during September. By 
September, it is hoped, the new Milk Billi 
will have come into operation, and both 
sides will be committed to a definite 
schedule of prices.

The strike which relies for its success on 
the people’s discomfort is undemocratic, 
and nobody can be surprised if the peopl» 
are beginning to look on it as a tyranny, 
and to demand that undemocratic methods 
shall be used to stop it. Admitted)y, th 
recent str:ke was unusual inasmuch as 
the issue did not lie between employers 
of labour and their employés, but between 
two separate, though interdependent, 
sections of the industry. Yet the principle 
was the same, and might have been 
carried to unjust lengths. Mr. de Valera’s 
Government has been at pains to provide 

safeguards,’’ in the form of minimum 
wage-rates and working hours, for 
employes, while he has enriched employers 
by tariffs and by all manner of prefer. 
ences. We ask now that he shall protect 
the ordinary consumer against a sudden 
stoppage of the necessaries of life. To ban 
the fair use of the strike weapon would be 
too great a breach with democratic 
practice; but, where the chief victim is

Another Victory 


As an advertisement for the quality of 
Trish horses and the skill of Irish riders, 
the Free State military jumping team has 
proved its worth many times over. Once 
again we must congratulate its members ; 
for they will come back from the Inter- 
national Horse Show at Lucerne with fresh 
laurels, Seldom, indeed, can the team 
have enjoyed so successful a week as that 
which has just concluded. Its best achieve- 
ment, perhaps, was the winning of the 
Prix des Nations on Saturday; for 
Ireland had secured the cup both last 
summer and in 1934, so that now it has 
been won outright. Apart from this feat, 
however, its performance during the whole 
meeting was remarkable. There were 
thirteen events to be decided, and the Irish 
team, having entered for ten of them, 
proceeded to capture one prize after 
another. Of the ten competitions, Ireland. 
won no less than seven, and has little 
reason to be ashamed of her record in 
the remaining three. To win all the 
important prizes for military jumping is 
a very fine achievement at a meeting 
where the pick of European horses and 
horsemen are Competing, and it is only 
right that Commandant O'Dwyer and his 
companions should be given all the credit 
that they have deserved. These inter- 
national meetings are rather more than 
sporting events, though even in that 
capacity they give Irish sportsmen a 
chance to show their own skill and to keep 
their country in the limelight. Such events 
as the Lucerne Horse Show serve to focus 
attention on Irish horse-breeding, which, 
in spite of economic troubles and the 
growing ‘“‘mechanisation ” of the world, 
still is one of the most valuable industries

Three Years to Go 
Mr. John D. Rockefeller is one of the 


few American multi-millionaires whom the 
outside world does not regard as a 
rather laughable freak of nature. The 
other great ones tend to spend their plenty 
in ways so flamboyant that it is difficult to 
retain a measure of respect in the face of 
an irresistible temptation to deride. Mr. 
Rockefeller, however, living his hermit’'s 
life, inspires not only respect beyond the 
shores of the United States, but also a 
certain measure of awe. He is a familiar 
figure through the daring of news photo- 
graphers who have ventured to penetrate 
his fastnesses. He has been seen on the 
golf course—a strange. form in cap and 
goggles, with a face almost incredibly 
lined; and he has been seen in a bath- 
chair in similar costume. The face of Mr. 
Rockefeller is familiar; but virtually 
nothing at all is known of his private life. 
His huge estate at Lakewood, in New 
Jersey, is surrounded by high walls, armed 
guards and fierce dogs; and the public 
knows only that Mr. Rockefeller, behind 
those ramparts, is living on towards an 
age that never has been reached by any 
man who spent his early years amid the 
exhausting stress of American commercial 
life. Last week Mr. Rockefeller celebrated 
his ninety-seventh birthday, and at that 
celebration he stressed once sagain his 
conviction that he would survive to 
celebrate his centenary. He has made 
numerous bets in golf balls upon his 
chances; and, although he no longer is 
able to play his round, he seems to be 
making as certain as possible that he will 
not lose. Among his golden rules are a 
great deal of sleep, frequent visits to the 
doctor, plenty of milk and sunshine, a 
constant interest in the outside world and 
a regular daily programme of activities. 
Mr. Rockefeller, by his charitable 
bequests, has done a vast amount of good 
in the world; and it is sincerely to be 
hoped that he will remain in the world at 
least sufficiently long to satisfy his long 
life’s ambition.

Empire Migration 


The reswuption of migration within the 
next few months foreshadowed by the 
Marquess of Hartington is the outcome of 
work by the Empire Settlement Board set 
up last December by the Government to 
examine numerous schemes.

ito see that only suitable people. are 


encouraged to settle in the Dominions, and

The Royal Household 


On July 2lst many changes will be made 
in the Royal Household, and the King will 
surround himself with men near his own 
age. The Earl of Granard, who has been 
Master of the Horse for so many years, 
and whose association with the Court has 
lasted since he was appointed a Lord-in- 
Waiting to King Edward VII. thirty years 
ago, will retire, and will be succeeded by 
the Duke of Beaufort, who is a cousin by 
marriage of the “King. The Earl of 
Shaftesbury, Lord Steward for fourteen 
years, is also to retire, and Will be replaced 
by the Duke of Sutherland, who has 
occupied several Ministerial posts, and is 
a great personal friend of the King. Lord 
Wigram, the Private Secretary to the late 
King, will probably be replaced by Major 
Hardinge, while Sir Derek Keppel, Master 
of the Household, will be followed by Sir 
Hill Child. There will be quite a number 
of other changes both in the King’s hous: 
hold and in that of Queen Mary. 


Italian Debts 


To-morrow an announcement will be 
made setting up a clearing exchange for 
Italian debts to Great Britain, with a view 
to replacing the arrangement in force dur- 
ing the operation of sanctions. This 
exchange will be set up under the Clearing 
Office Act, passed in 1934, to deal with 
exchange restrictions operated by foreign 
countries against British goods. The 
purpose of the Act is to balance trade 
between Great Britain and the countries 
which have adopted foreign exchange

soon develop seriously. For some time 
past aviation interests have been agitating 
against the continued carrying of mails b) 
vessels, on the ground that it is ont of date 
and uneconomical. All the principal 
shipping lines earn a substantial income 
from the carriage of mails, and, therefore, 
they mean to be prepared for any change 
of policy by the Post Office.

DEFEAT FOR FRENCH 
POLICY 

Daily Sketch: Herr Hitler has more 
common-sense in his foreign policy than 
most people here give him credit for, or 
else he allows himself to be advised by 
someone who is wiser than himself. The 
new agreement seems to be a defeat for 
the French policy of turning all the States 
in Eastern Europe into policemen to keep 
Germany in order.

If we can really get rid now and for 
ever of these old obligations, and if only 
we can keep our Government from enter- 
ing into new ones, we ought to be a happy 
people.

MORE FOR MILK

NO INCREASE IN PRICE, 
TO CONSUMERS

js ABMERS will get more for the milk 

they produce, but for the present, at 
any rate, the price to consumers will not 
be increased. 

This is the effect of the Dublin milk 
strike settlement, reached after a lengthy 
conference in the offices of the Department 
of Agriculture on Saturday night. 

The new prices to be paid to the pro- 
ducers are:—July 1lth-3lst, 8d. per 
bos ; August, 9d. per gallon ; September, 
id. per gallon for milk delivered in 
Dublin. When distributors collect the 
milk from the producers they are entitled 
to deduct not more than one penny per 
gallon for transport. 

After the conference, at which a senior 
inspector of the Department of Agriculture 
(Mr. Maurice Foley) acted as chairman, 
the following official statement was issued: 

“ At a conference held in -the 
Department of Agriculture to-night 
between representatives of the Milk 
Producers’ Association and the Milk 
Distributors’ Association an agree- 
ment on prices and other matters was 
reached. The milk dispute is, there- 
fore, terminated, and the Producers’ 
Association are issuing permits for 
the collection of milk.’’ 

Another senior inspector of the Depart- 
(Mr. Maurice Ward) was also 
present at the meeting. 

Inquiries made at the Lucan Dairy and 
Messrs. Hughes Bros, yesterday revealed 
that there will be no increase in the retail] 
price of milk at the present time. 


OTHER MATTERS 


Details of other matters on which agree- 
ment was reached at- the conference 
include :— 

The associated distributors shall purchase 
milk only from the associated producers 
provided that— 

(a) For ten days from the date of the 
agreement the associated distributors may 
continue to obtain milk from other pro- 
ducers from whom they have been 
purchasing regularly prior to the date of 
this agreement; and 

(b) If at any time the associated pro- 
ducers are unable to supply any associated 
distributor’s full requirements, such 
associated distributor may purchase the 
deficiency from other sources until such 
time as the associated producers can supply 
his full requirements. 

Where, because of this agreement or for 
any other reason, any associated producer 
is unable to sell his milk to any person 
to whom he was selling regularly prior to 
July 1st, 1936, one or other of the 
associated distributors shall treat such 
associated producer in exactly the same 
way as if he had been a regular supplier 
of such associated distributor prior to the 
date of this agreement. 

The associated producers shall not sel] 
any milk to any person whatsoever at less 
than the appropriate price specified, and, 
furthermore, shall not sell milk to any 
retail shop at less than the prices fixed 
for shopkeepers by the associated dis. 
tributors. 

There shall be no victimisation by either 
party to this agreement of any person for 
anything done or omitted to be done by 
such person during the recent dispute. 


A BIG STEP FORWARD 

Interviewed after the conference Mr. C. 
M. Byrne (chairman of the Associated 
Producers) said this was the first occasion 
on which the milk producers had got an 
agreement signed under Government 
auspices. They regarded this as a big step 
forward and a guarantee that the agree- 
ment would be kept. 

The period of the agreement was for 
three months, and it was hoped that the 
Milk Bill would come into vperation after 
that date. He added that the Minister for 
Agriculture had appealed to both parties 


; 


to effect a settlement in view of the fact. 


that the Milk Bill would be introduced into 
the Dail this week. 

Mr. Byrne remarked that the producers 
did not accept the prices as adequate, but 
they had an assurance that they would not 
prejudice the price that they might expect 
when the Milk Bill became effective. Tho 
winter prices would obviously be’ much 
higher. 

Mr. P. J. Crowley, secretary, Dublin 
Milk Vendors’ Association, when asked 
his Association’s attitude towards the milk 
price agreement, replied: ‘‘1 would rather 
not say anything about it at the moment.”

EPRESENTATIONS made by the 

Free State Government with the 
object of securing an adjustment of the 
halance of trade between this country and 
Australia will be brought before the 
Government of the Commonwealth within 
the new few weeks. 

This is a sequel to a conference held on 
Saturday last between representatives of 
the Australian and Free State Govern- 
ments at Leinster House 

The Australian Government was repre- 
sented by the Right Hon. Earle C. E. 
Page, Deputy Prime Minister and 
Minister for Commerce, who, with the 
other members of the Australian trade | 
delegation, crossed on Saturday morning 
from London, where they had been engaged 
for some days past in connection with 
Great Britain’s Empire meat plan. 

President de Valera (Minister for 
External Affairs) and Mr. T. Derrig 
(Minister for Education), acting on behalf 
of Mr. Sean Lemass, discussed the possi- 
bilities of a trade agreement on behalf of 
the Free State. 

Dr, J. Ryan (Minister for Agriculture’ 
was unable to be present. 


UNFAVOURABLE BASIS 


At the conclusion of the conference the 
visitors were entertained to lunch by Mr. 
de Valera at Leinster House. 

Australia is one of the ‘‘ principal other 
countries ” with which trade with the 
Free State ig conducted on an unfavour- 
able basis. During the first five months 
of the present year Australian imports 
into this country amounted to £725,794, 


while exports from the Free State repre- | 


sented a value of only £4,662. 

Dr. Page, in conversation with an fris) 
Times reporter, stated that the Irish 
Free State had been in communication 
with the Australian Government on a 
number of occasions in relation to trade 
matters, and had previously suggested 1..¢ 
desirability of some kind of a trade treaty 
between the two countries. Negotiations 
that led up to the visit had been initiated 
by Mr. Dulanty, the High Commissioner 
for the Free State in London, and the 
delegation were combining business with 
pleasure while in Ireland. 


OBJECT OF THE VISIT 


Up to now, Dr. Page said, there had 
been no personal discussions between 
Ministers of the Free State and Australia, 
and the main object of the visit, from the 
business viewpoint, was to ascertain 
exactly what the Free State required. 

Dr. Page added: ‘‘ We had a valuable 
discussion, ahd we received certain re- 
quests which we promised to discuss with 
our Government when we return. Mr. 
Derrig explained the position to us, and 
we are now familiar with your Govern 
ment’s desires, and with the goods you 
wish to sell us. 

Asked if he would disclose the nature 
of the requests, Dr. Page declined, observ- 
ing that the conference was arranged by 
the Free State authorities. He admitted, 
however, that the discussion covered a 
wide range of goods, and formed a good 
basis for a trade treaty. The difficulty in 
arranging a more extensive trade with 
the Commonwealth was “hat both countries 
were preducers mainly of primary pro- 
ducts 


MOST FAVOURABLE TERMS 


Australia, he added, recognised the 
adverse balance of trade with the Free 
State, and had, accordingly, given this 
country more favourable tariff terms than 
any other Dominion enjoyed. 

The main Australian exports to t 
country are wheat and wool. 

Speaking of conditions in Australia, 
Dr. Page said the Commonwealth had 
made a remarkal': recovery from the 
economic depression, and where 30 per 
cent. of the people were unemployed four 
years ago, only 8 per cent. were workless 
to-day. The improvement might be 
largely attributed to the recovery of the 
wool market, and to the advantages 
secured at the Ottawa Conferences. Wages 
had fallen, but prices had also declined, 
and the standard of living was conse 
quently higher. 

The members of the delegation expressed 
their keen satisfaction at the trade position 
arising out of the Empire Meat Confer- 
ence, especially in regard to the long-term 
character of the agreement. 


SHANNON TO BE VISITED 


Dr. Page, who was accompanied by Mrs. 
Page, Mr. J. K. Murphy, Secretary to the 
Australian Department of Commerce, and 
Mrs. Murphy, Mr. F. J. Marcussen, Tariff 
Adviser to the Commonwealth Delegation, 
and Mr. M. H. Ellis, Commercial In- 
telligence Officer of the Australian Depart- 
ment of Commerce, later left Dublin for 
Killarney. 

Dr. Page’s ancestors were Kerry born. 
The Deputy Premier also intends to visit 
the Shannon Scheme, being keenly in 
terested in hydro-electrical development.

by military force. 3 

‘* To-morrow,”’ they said, “ all the other 
broadcasting stations and ‘communications 
in Spain will be under the control of 
Fascists."” The speaker then cried: 
“ Long live Fascism,’’-and beat a hasty 
retreat. 

So infuriated were listeners of the Left 
that they surged from their houses and 
set fire to the headquarters of the Fascist 
and Conservative organisations in 
Valencia. 

Many more arrests of Fascists have 
taken place in Madrid. In a house near 
the British Embassy large quantities of 
arms and many incriminating documents 
have been seized, and several Fascists, 
described by the Socialist papers as ‘‘ im- 
portant men in the movement,”’ .taken to 
prison.

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day:—Herr Hitler has brought off 
another stroke of policy, upon which, 
whatever its immediate motive or its 
ultimate intention, he is certainly to be 
congratulated. The agreement with hin, 
which has been freely made by the 
Austrian Government, cannot but help to 
stabilise and pacify Central Europe, im- 
prove its economic conditions, and pave 
the way for a -permanent settlement 
between the two main branches of the 
German race. The arrangement—it is 
not a treaty—has been made, in the words 
of Dr. Goebbels, to serve the manifold 
mutual interests of the two German 
nations, and the Austrian Chancellor says 
that fate binds both German peoples 
together, and Austria recognises herself to 
be a Germanic State.

This year’s Boyne demonstration, which - 


marks the 246th anniversary of the Battle 
of the Boyne, will take place to-morrow. 
Hundreds of police willbe on duty along 
the route from Carlisle Circus to Finaghy 
to prevent any interference with the 
demonstration. Armoured cars, with 
machine guns, will be stationed at points 
along the route, and the Welch: Regiment, 
in Victoria Barracks, Belfast, and also the 
military at the Palace Barracks, Holy- 
wood, will be confined to barracks, and be 
available for assisting the police i 
required. 

To-night the Special Constabulary was 
on duty on the streets in the York street 
area and other mixed ‘districts. They were 
stationed at various points assisting the 
Constabulary to guard licensed premises 
and prevent disturbances. 


EXTRA POLICE 


In view of the numerous appeals which 
have been: made by the heads of the 
different Churches for the preservation of 
peace, together with the elaborate arrange- 
ments made by the police authorities, it 1s 
not anticipated that any disturbances will 
arise. The Northern Minister of Home 
Affairs, Sir Dawson Bates, will be-on, duty 
at the town office of the Ministry m 
Chichester street all day to-morrow In case 
he is required, and will be in close touch 
with Sir Charles Wickham, head of the 
police force. and the police throughout the 
province. Extra police have been brought 
into Belfast, and the barracks in the 
vicinity of the “ mixed areas,” where 
trouble may arise, have been taxed to their 
utmost capacity. Last night and to-day

BARRICADES 


In the York street and North Queen 
street. districts a number of the corrugated

about a month ago as peace in the areas 
had been completely restored. The police 
authorities evidently considered it- desit- 
able that a few of these should be retained 
for the next few weeks. 

Last night the finishing touches were 
miven to the orange arches and bunting 
in the Protestant aveas. The display of 
arches this year is as great as on any 
former ‘‘ Twelfth,’’ particularly in the 
Shankill. Donegall road and the Bally- 
macarrett district of East Belfast, while 
there are also numerous arches in the 
York street area. In many $treets bunt- 
ing and streamers axe taking the place-of 
the usual orange arches. In some of them 
miles of bunting have been used, and this 
lavish display presents a very colourful 
spectacle, 


THE DEMONSTRATION 


The Orange demonstration in Belfast 
to-morrow is expected to be the largest 
which has taken place in recent years. 
About 40.000 Orangemen will march 
through the streets to the Orangemen’s 
own field at Woodlands, Finaghy. Most 
of the districts will assemble in the 
vicinity of Carlisle Circus, and will 
proceed to Finaghy by Donegall street, 
Royal avenue, Donegall square West, 
Dublin road and Lisburn road. The No. 
10 District is to join the procession at 
Donegall square North. Senator Sir 
Joseph Davison, D.L., Grand Master of 
the Belfast Orangemen, will preside at 
the demonstration, and the ‘principal 
speakers at the meeting will be the Rev, 
Louis Crooks, M.A., Grand Chaplain;
